The re­ 
ceipt*’is c arefully guarded by the 
Comancheites lest some rank for­ 
eigner learn to make the “ stew” 
and thereby rob the Comancheites 
of their much cherished prestige. 
It is learned, however, that in the 
stew there is a little meat, a little 
salt and pepper, some sugar, much 
onions, tomatoes, tw’o 
or 
three 
chickens, some oysters, heaps of 
macaroni, lemon juice, no alcohol, 
more onions, some water ti make 
it boil, a can or two of beans, and 
—well, all of the good things that 
ouly a Comancheite can learn. 
Brownwood is proud indeed of 
her Comanche population. 
There 
are considerably more than a hun­ 
dred former Comancheites in the 
city, and they are the best people 
here, they are enterprising and 
hustling, they are hospitable and 
friendly. May more of their kind 
become citizens of Brownwood, ev­ 
en though our neighboring city 
suffer severely by losing them.-

Brownsville, Texas, 
Oct. *20.— 
The border today resumed quiet 
for the first time since the train 
wreck, robbery and murders 
by 
Mexican bandits Monday night. 
No further executions of Mexicans 
since yesterday were reported.The 
number of executions does not ex­ 
ceed ten. 
Four Mexicans were hanged to 
trees at various points and four 
others w'ere shot. The most reliable 
information indicated that these 
shootings were 011 or very near the 
hanks of the Kio Grande, where 
the closest watch for Mexicans was 
maintained for a distance of 100 
miles, as the crow flies, up and 
down the river. This watch exten­ 
ded much farther than the bandits 
could have traveled in one day. 
Civil officers here were in most 
cases powerless to prevent sum­ 
mary executions of Mexicans for 
many of the posses were composed 
mostly of men who worked inde­ 
pendently of civil or military au­ 
thorities. 
Three are dead today and four 
wounded as a result of the rob­ 
bery. One of the dead is Dr. E. S. 
McCain, deputy state health offi­ 
cer at Brownsville, who died to­ 
day from his wounds. 
The bandits removed the spikes 
fiom a rail, and lying concealed in 
the nearby brush, jerked this rail 
from under the nose of the engine 
with a long, heavy wire. The en­ 
gine, baggage, mail and 
express 
cars jumped the track. The front 
trucks of the smoker bumped onto 
the ties, but the rear wheels re­ 
mained on the rails. The day coach 
also remained 011 the track. 
No 
Pullmans were carried, 
and fewr 
passengers were aboard. The rob­ 
bery was conducted by five or six 
Mexican bandits clad in khaki un­ 
iforms and w ith cheap straw hats, 
while outside thé train some 15 or 
20 more Mexicans kept up a con­ 
stant fire, apparently shooting eith 
er over or under the train. 
After the robbery the Mexicans 
burned a trestle north of them, 
w'hieh prevented prompt arrival of 
the United States soldiers 
from 
San Benito to take up pursuit of 
the bandits. These troops had to 
leave their special and hike a mile 
to reach the wrecked train.

DELINQUENT TAXES DUE 
THE feTATE UP TO BULLIONS 


Austin, Texas, Oct. 19.—When 
the task of compiling the 
delin­ 
quent tax records in the comptrol­ 
ler ’s department of the 
various 
counties is completed, in accord­ 
ance with the requirements of the 
new’ delinquent tax law’, it will dis­ 
close the 
interesting 
fact that 
there is due by the people in state 
and county taxes, the colossal sum 
of $51,000,000. This huge sum em­ 
braces delinquent taxes due for a 
period of thirty years, or from 1885 
to 1915. 
This compilation is not 
being made by the force in the 
comptroller’s department, but by 
special auditors and others employ 
ed by the various counties in the 
state to do the 
work. 
Of 
the 
$51,000,000, it has been ascertain­ 
ed, $15,000,000 is due by delin­ 
quent taxpayers to the counties 
Under this law it is made man­ 
datory for the tax collectors to col­ 
lect this tax, and after having giv­ 
en due notice to the delinquents, 
and they fail to pay up, then it is 
made the imperative duty of the 
county or district attorneys to in- 
stitiute suit to enforce the 
pay­ 
ment of such taxes. 
Under the 
old order of things, county offi­ 
cials have been rather lax in en­ 
forcing the payment of delinquent 
taxes. 
First, because it was an 
unpopular job, and second there 
was no financial incentive, 
and 
third, it was not a mandatory re­ 
quirement, but now 
under 
this 
law , there is 110 option left in the 
matter. 
It has also come to light that 
there are delinquent taxpayers in 
every county in the state, with one 
possible exception, that being in 
Gillespie county. In that county 
it was found that 
the 
amount 
charged up as delinquent is $2.99, 
and this is said to be an error. 
Herman Ochs, sheriff and tax col­ 
lector of that county, explained 
that the taxpayer w’ho is supposed 
to owe this tax, disputed it, show­ 
ing that the tax is on a fifty acres 
near the county line. The taxpay­ 
er claimed that his land was in 
Mason and not in Gillespie county, 
and he had paid taxes on it in Ma­ 
son county. Thus it may be said 
there are no delinquent taxpayers 
in that county.

MERCANTILE OO. STOCK

At the bankrupt sale here Thurs­ 
day the Rotan Grocery Co. of Wa­ 
co, Texas, bought the entire es­ 
tate of the Comanche Mercantile 
Co., bankrupts. 
$72,000.00 
was 
the price paid for the notes and ac­ 
counts, 
furniture and 
fixtures 
and the stock. Besides this there 
was a few’ small items. Four horses 
sold for $175.00 and 
the 
Acme 
Harvester stock sold for $1,700.00. 
The real estate has not yet been 
sold. The trustee has the right of 
withholding this for some time be­ 
fore sale. 
The invoice value of the stock is 
said to be $55,000.00, and the notes 
and accounts totalled something 
over $200,000.00. The purchasing 
company have disclosed nothing 
as to how the stock will be dispos­ 
ed of. 
Buyers were here from all over 
the country to bid on the stock. 
Most ail of the firms whom the 
company owed 
had 
representa­ 
tives here, annd there were several 
independent buyers from 
differ­ 
ent towns. 
However, they stood 
little chance, as Rotan, said to be 
the firm’s largest creditors soon 
outdistanced the smaller bidders. 


Next first Monday the Market­ 
ing Association will make their 
regular shipments of hogs ant* cat­ 
tle. 
At the last shipmentt here 
were 148 hogs shipped, and the 
price obtained w as 8.2 1-2. As yet 
however, no report has been had 
from the packers, as they keep the 
money until the hogs have been 
killed and inspected for soft hogs. 
On Nov. 2nd the Asscoiation will 
ship turkeys if they can got en­ 
ough to justify bringing a buyer 
to Comanche. All who will have 
turkeys to sell at that time must 
notify W. II. Lane by next Mon­ 
day. He will then wire a wholesale 
buyer to be here and the turkeys 
will be bought from the farmers 
right on the ground 
and 
pay­ 
ment made. 
The Association has decided to 
quit charging a commission and 
will in the future charge only the 
expense of shipment. As olng as 
they maintained 
an 
office 
and 
sought to do a general shipping 
business it Was necessary to charge 
a commission to defray the exjen- 
ses, but in the future each ship­ 
ment must bear its own expense 
and no more.

Ac­ 
cording to its reading, cotton prices should be less 
than fifty per cent of what they were at the same 
time last year, for the port receipts are more than 
double those at the same time in 1914. 
But, as a 
matter of fact, prices are nearly twice as high. 
This 
failure of the barometer is due to a number of caus­ 
es. 
Although last year's crop was large, the pro­ 
duct moved slowly largely because unattractiveness 
of the price. This year the product is moving 
promptly because of the attractiveness of the price 
and the price is attractive because of a more nearly 
normal demand, the very evident shortness of the 
crop and the evident greater holding power of the 
producers.—Dallas News.

When we got to within a half 
mile of their camp we saw them 
going toward the Eagle mountains 
(southwest of Van Horn) and they 
were beating them on the tail, too. 
They reached the mountains about 
a quarter of a mile ahead of us 
(which gave the Mexicans advan­ 
tage of position) and began shoot­ 
ing at us. 
They fired fifteen or 
twenty shots

companions had a fight with these 
Mexicans and that they were go­ 
ing thru the Eagle mountains and 
that a posse officers and ranchmen 
were in pursuit. 
1 immediately 
obtained assistance and made pre­ 
parations to leave. 
I received a 
phone message from Dave Allison, 
Constable of Sierra 
Blanca, 
El 
Paso County, Texas, from Taylor’s 
ranch that a custom officer, H. A. 
Carnes was on the trail and that 
tlie Mexicans had 
passed

three-quarters of a mile south of 
Taylor’s ranch, at which place my­ 
self and two deputies took the 
trail about one o ’clock the same 
day.
